HOAIJS IN ItHODK ISLAND. 


The State Board of Roads in Rhode 


Island has designated the roads that 
are to receive government aid, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the 
Federal Highway act approved in 
May 1021. This act calls for two sys- 
tems of roads; Primary Highways, 
and Secondary Highways. The Prim- 
ary highways, must be (he roads that 
form a continuous inter-state highway 
route with adjoining states. There 
arc three primary roads laid out in 
this state; one extends from Provi- 
dence to the Connecticut line in West- 
erly; running through towns of War- 
wick, 
Fast Greenwich, North 
and 


South Kingstown, Charleatown and 
Westerly. This is a portion of Hie 
Atlantic Highway, so called, which is 
to extend along the entire Atlantic 
toast 
front eastern Maine 
to the 


South. The second primary rond ex- 
tends from Providence through North 
Providence, Smithfield, and Gloucester 
to the Connecticut line; Ihe third ex- 
tends from Providence to Woonsockct. 
The secondary highways are four, one 
extends from Fall River to Newport, 
through Tivorton, and along the East 
Main road in Portsmouth and Middle- 
town. The second road extends from 
Prov. to Mass slate line in East Prov., 
Ihe third road is the Daniclson pike, 
and the fourth is the New London 
turnpike from Providence to Westerly. 
These two systems of roads include 
1C5 
miles of roads, 
and 
cover 


most of the important parts of the 
slate. 
The federal government pnya 


one-half the expense of maintaining 
these roads which ought to in-sure 
good roads for all time. 


The Interstate Motor Theft Com- 


mission, with headquarters in Chicago, 
claims that $100,000,000 of automo- 
biles are stolen every year. These 
automobile thefts show a loss of 
fSOO.OOO for every twenty-four hours. 


A determined effort is to be made 


in Congress to cut the standing army 
of the United States down to 75,000 
men. That would seem to be all sufli- 
cient in times of peace. 
If more men 


arc required the militia of the various 
states ought to be able to fill the bill.

the command of the frigate "Constel- 
lation" which was building at Balti- 
more. He was ordered to 
protect 


commerce.-in the West Indies where 
he made numerous prizes. On Feb- 
ruary 0, 1799, off Hen's Island,'he 
fell in 
with the French 
frigate 


L'Insurgente, fifty guns, which was 
more powerful than his own 
ship. 


An engagement ensued of more than 
an hour, when the enemy surren- 
dered, a perfect wreck, after having 
twenty-nine of her crew killed and 
forty-four wounded. 
Truxton lost 


one killed and two wounded. For this 
brilliant victory the merchants 
of 


London sent him a present of plate 
worth six hundred guineas.

gators Reveal Life of People 


During Early Christian En. 


What la described us one of the most 


Important collections of ancient docu- 
ments yet discovered, consisting of 
more than 100 legal papers dating 
from Ihe relgui of the Koinau em- 
perors Augustus, Tiberius, Caligula 
and Claudius, has been brought to Ann 
Arbor by 1'rof. Francis W. Kelsey of 
the University of Michigan. Professor 
Kelscy spent some time In Egypt In 
search of records. The collection Is 
held to be Important because It re- 
veal* tbe life of ]>coplo during the 
airly Christian ere, 
! 


The records obtained by Professor 


Kelsey constitute u part of the Hies 
of a record Wllce In or near Telilunls, 
Egypt, 
and 
w^cre discovered 
four 


mt'iilh* ago. 
They are written on 


papyrus and are chiefly In Greek, a 
few being Demotic. They are believed 
to have becu covered with saml soon 
after the record olllcu fell and with 
few 
exceptions are preserved per- 


fectly. 


The earliest record Is dated 7 A. D. 


and bears the signature of a woman 
who agreed not to bring claim against 
her brothers. Another record, of the 
same period. Is a contract of common 
law marriage. 


Among other records are contracts 


of sale covering both personal and 
real property, including lands, tine- 
yards and houses. 
There also are 


leases, agreements regarding loans, a 
contract of Indemnity, receipts for 
wages, a receipt for dowry, oDlclal or- 
ders, petition* to public officials, tax 
receipts, documents relating to trans- 
ferring ownership of slaves and part 
of a registry of deeds. 


What Is held to be the most impor- 


tant record Is In the form of a roll, 
more than seven feel long and written 
on both sides. It Is said to be a per- 
fect example of an ancient book Or 
scroll of the kind mentioned in the 
Hlbte. particularly In the Hook of Rev- 
elations. 


The scroll, dated -12 A.-f>., contains 


.on one side abstracts of a number of 
contracts and on the other Is a regis- 
try of tlie contracts, written In the 
record odlce of the second year of Em- 
peror Claudius.

chimney. 
Naturally, the smoke goes 


up to greet the newcomer, and sool 
covers every side of the chimney, ready 
to attach Itself to him. Tlie pot is 
always hanging over the fire, full of 
melting sifow or boiling water'and fish 
or reindeer meat. 
The man up the 


chimney Is dressed In heavy furs, the 
hairy side turned outward. As he 
conies In touch with pole and chim- 
ney a gentle spray of hairs comes 
easily drifting down, accompanied by 
showers of Boot. 
The pot below Is 


usually open. 
Hence the food Is mln 


gled with hairs and soot. 


Reason exists for the peculiar shape 


of the Knmenskojc house or yurt. Dur- 
ing the worst of winter no doors or 
windows at the side of the yurt would 
uvnll. Tha snow piles up on every side 
as high as the house. Itself. Then-the 
people can walk straight up to the ! 


chimney, and the (logs crowd around 
the opening In the top for warmth and 
to enjoy the rising odor of cooking 
fish and reindeer. Sometimes one dog 
pushes another down ihn chimney. If 
the cover of the JMII is off the recep-

snow will soon reduce the heat of his 
blisters.

In these 
pologs the dwellers find refuge when 
the smoke becomes too trying or the 
atmosphere too frigid. 
Inside the 


polog stands a wooden bowl of. seal's 
oil with dried moss floating on Its stir- 
face, to be lighted at the pleasure of 
the occupant.
